Large sales of tobacco on tbe local 
market continue tbe rule, as almost 
500,000 pounds of the weed have been 
disposed up during tbe past four days. 
The higher grades of tobacco have not 
been selling as high as for tbe first 
week or two. but this is because of the 
rush and that the buyers can not han¬ 
dle as much as has been dumped on to 
the market. Prices, however.. have 
been good, ranging from 8 to 19$ cents 
per pound. 

The sales at the two bouses have been 
as follows: Farmers: Dec. 9, 10 and 11, 
78,500 pounds at an average price of IS 
cents. To-day this house sold about 
75,000 pounds. 

Washington County House: Dec. 9, 
72,880; Dee. 10. 45,270; Dec. 11, 14,776, 
at. an average of 134. To-day’s sales 
will approximate 120,000 pounds.
